Matthew Thomas said: 
“Colin Harkin was junior 
captain at the time and 
deserves a lot of praise 
for nuturing Sam.” 

When Sam entered 
the ‘captain’s 

competition’ he was 
playing off a 20 
handicap. 

Matthew said: “He 
was up against high 
quality golfers, some 
playing off ‘scratch’ or 
‘one’. 

“It’s the biggest 
competition at the club 
and played over two 
days - 36 holes. 

“The better golfers 
shine through. It was a 
difficult contest to win 
because there were 92 
competitors. Thirty-six 
holes over two days is a 
lifetime in golf. For Sam 
to win was remarkable. 
I’ve been here 10 years 
and haven’t seen 
anything like it.” 

So how did Sam do it? 

Sam emphasised: “I 
kept calm over the two 
days and stuck to my 
game plan - to play good 


golf and not get too 
excited. After I finished 
my final round, I was 
told I was in the lead but 
didn’t get too excited or 
start celebrating.” 

Other golfers had to 
finish, but couldn’t top 
Sam who completed the 
two rounds in 138 shots. 

When club members 
gathered for their awards 
night there was one 
special moment everyone 
was waiting for.

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Pregnant woman 
was assaulted by 

ex-partner - court told 


A 15-week pregnant woman 
was beaten up by her ex¬ 
partner when he broke into her 
Barry home where she was in 
the company of another man, 
Cardiff Crown Court heard, 
writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Bethany Lloyd was “petrified” and at 
one point, after her attacker had put his 
foot against her throat as she lay 
defenceless on the floor, he told her he 
was going to kill her. 

Luke Hurst (30), a roofer of 
Stockwood, Bristol, was jailed for two 
years after he admitted a charge of 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Judge William Gaskell told him: 
“This was a prolonged and vicious 
assault on a pregnant woman. Your 
behaviour was utterly contemptible and 
cowardly. You were a controlling, 
jealous man.” 

Prosecutor Gareth James said at the 
time of the attack, Ms Lloyd was at her 
home in Main Street, Barry. She had 
been in a relationship with Hurst for 11 
years. They had separated, but had got 
back together when it broke down again 
because of his jealousy. 

On June 28, she was in her home 
with a male friend. At about 11.20pm, 
she was in the living room when Hurst 
stormed in. She thought he must have 
got in through a bedroom window. 

Her friend immediately left. Hurst 
examined her mobile phone and 
punched her to both sides of the face 
and nose. 

“He grabbed her by the hair and 
dragged her into the hall, and continued 
to punch her. She struck her head 
against two picture frames, smashing

the glass. He punched her again several 
times.” 

Mr James said he stamped on her 
thigh and put a foot against her throat 
before going to the kitchen and taking a 
black-handled knife, which he used in a 
“slashing motion” on her upper arms, 
causing scratches. 

By now, he continued, she was weak 
and dizzy. Hurst told her he was going 
to kill her, repeatedly punched her legs 
and drew the knife across her wrist, 
before spitting in her face. 

“Suddenly, he stopped, apologised 
and left,” said Mr James. 

She had many injuries, some to her 
feet, an arm, a cut wrist, bruising to the 
throat and bruising behind an ear. 

Hurst was arrested shortly after, 
admitted the attack and expressed 
regret. 

The court heard he had convictions 
for 50 offences, mostly drug related and 
for dishonesty. He had no convictions 
for violence. 

His counsel, David Pinnell, said: “He 
has always been hard-working, but he 
lapsed into drug abuse. He accepts he 
was deeply jealous. He has apologised 
and there is no hope of rekindling 
matters. To say the least, he has lost 
everything.” 

The judge said that Hurst had been 
“indiscriminate” in the nature of his 
previous offending. 

He told him: “Obviously, you should 
not go anywhere near your former 
partner when you are released.” 

He was ordered to pay a court 
surcharge of £140.

The answer is quite simple. Many cyclists using 
the roads of the Vale find it very hard to see the 
logic in the layout of these so called 
environmentally friendly cycle tracks. 

I was once an avid cyclist until my health got the 
better of me. When I gave up regular cycling, 
today’s cycling routes were in their infancy. I have 
studied the layouts of the modern cycle paths/routes 
and would say they are sometimes seemingly very 
dangerous when considering entry and access 
points. 

The real problem with the designs of new 
cycleways is not that the cyclists ignore them, but 
they feel that these routes are flawed and ill thought 
out. 

For example, you can be cycling along one of 
these tracks when all of a sudden it abruptly ends, 
forcing the cyclist out into fast-moving traffic. 

The second example is both time consuming and 
again presents risk to the cyclist. They can be 
travelling along quite happily only to find they have 
to stop because the track has ended with a sign 
directing the cyclist across the main road to relocate 
the track, now on the opposite side of the road. 

Nothing can be more frustrating for a cyclist than 
to be waiting at these crossing points (often over 20 
times per journey) and having to wait for a safe gap 
in the traffic. 

Unless proper planning and design goes into the 
building of these so called sustainable transport 
routes, then it is obvious the cyclist is not going to 
want to use them. This then angers motorists, as

New ‘Zig- 
lights up 

A LIGHTING scheme 
along the Zig-Zag 
cycle track, linking 
Penarth Heights to 
Terra Nova Way at 
Penarth Marina, has 
now been completed, 
with the lights being 
switched on to give 
pedestrians and 
cyclists increased 
visibility at night. 

The path, identified by 
the council as an 
important measure to 
improve the environment 
for both pedestrians and 
cyclists, is now bordered 
by 31 LED units. 

The units are fitted 
with timers which ensure 
they switch on at dusk, 
and switch off at dawn, 
allowing them to 
illuminate the path 
throughout the night. 

Following a period of 
consultation, it was 
decided that the 
installation of robust, 
low-level lighting 

bollards along the route 
would prove to be more 
beneficial and 

appropriate for the 
location, environment 
and local wildlife, than 
traditional lighting 
columns. 

The council secured 
funding to complete the 
work through a legal 
agreement with the 
developer of Penarth 
Heights, Crest Nicholson 
South West, which 
sought to improve 
sustainable transport 
routes within the vicinity 
of the development.

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PLAID EXPRESSES CONCERN OVER DISRUPTION TO TRAFFIC 


WITH the impending road works along Barry Road there have been calls for the 
Vale Council to do everything possible to minimise disruption. 

Plaid Cymru Coun Chris Franks, said: “There will be major hold-ups along Barry Road between Barry 
and Dinas Powys on Monday and Tuesday, September 12-13. 

“There will be temporary one-way restrictions between 9.30am and 3.30pm to allow the road to be 
resurfaced. The affected section will be from the Docks Link Road roundabout to the Cog treatment 
works. 


“Vehicles will only be allowed to travel towards Barry, there will be diversions in the opposite 
direction, possibly via Penarth. Buses only will be permitted to use the road in both directions, so there 
will be traffic lights in operation.” 

Plaid has stated that it fully recognises the need to undertake road maintenance but that it remains very 
worried about the impact this will have across Dinas Powys, Penarth and Barry. 

Mr Richard Grigg, chair of Dinas Powys Plaid Cymru, echoed these concerns, saying: “Although this 
work will be outside the peak hours, there is likely to be a great deal of inconvenience for many drivers 
and residents. We expect the Vale to take every measure to minimise delays to residents.”

Vale. 

Setting off through 
urban streets in Rhoose

They all had new t- 
shirts and jumpers 
designed specifically for 
the trip, as well as Welsh 
neckers worn with their 
1 st Penmark with 
Porthkerry ones. 

Unfortunately, the

who gave strong 
and clear evidence 
at public meetings. 

I do not believe 
there was ‘careful 
consideration’ by the 
Post Office as a result 
of their consultation. I 
believe the decision 
was made when they 
announced it earlier 
this year and they 
went through the 
motions of 
consultation, and I 
will be telling Post 
Office chiefs this 
when I meet them. 

The fact that no 
new business came 
forward to offer the 
extensive range of 
services provided by 
the Crown Post Office 
when the 

announcement was 
made in January, 
proves the point. 

I was assured that 
they would advertise 
for a new provider 
and, if no-one came 
forward, they would 
consult on a range of 
questions and they 
would genuinely use 
these responses to 
decide about the 
future of the Crown 
Post Office. 

These questions 
included: ‘How easy is 


it to get to alternative 
branches?’, ‘Are the 
alternative branches 
easy for you to get 
into and easily 
accessible inside?’, 
and ‘Are there any 
local community 
issues you think we 
should know about 
that might be affected 
by or affect the 
proposed change?’ 

As well as setting 
up a petition 
attracting over 4,600 
signatures against the 
closure, I organised 
public meetings and 
attended the 
consultation meeting 
organised by the Post 
Office. 

Many people have 
provided evidence, 
from personal 
experience, of how 
much they valued the 
access to the full 
range of services 
provided at the 
Crown Post Office by 
a highly-skilled and 
experienced staff. 

Many residents also 
commented that the 
Crown Post Office is 
the only easy-to-access 
wheelchair-friendly 
Post Office with 
regular and accessible 
transport links in the 


area. One resident 
referred to it as “a 
lifeline for the elderly 
and the disabled”. 

With regard to the 
question about local 
community issues 
which might be 
affected by the 
change, the expansion 
and regeneration of 
Barry, including the 
redevelopment of the 
Waterfront with 2,000 
new dwellings was 
just one key point 
raised. However, the 
Post Office said that 
this is not something 
they would consider 
‘because, as a retail 
business, property 
development is not 
part of [its] business 
strategy.’ 

At the meetings, 
people asked about 
the pressures on the 
Post Office at 
Christmas, when we 
know that up to 300 
parcels a day can be 
received by the 
hardworking staff. 

It is ironic that the 
Post Office told us last 
week that “it will 
retain the services at 
Barry Crown Post 
Office throughout the 
Christmas Peak 
period and the branch 


will cease trading on 
Saturday, January 2, 
2017”. 

So, what about 
Christmas 2017? 

We have been told 
that our hard pressed 
local post offices will 
be able to meet the 
needs of local people 
and businesses. I will 
be contacting them to 
discuss the challenges 
that lie ahead, but it is 
clear that the Post 
Office has made this 
decision to close the 
Barry Crown Post 
Office on purely 
commercial grounds. 

The lease of the 
Crown Post Office 
building in Barry is 
up in early 2017 
(although there has 
been extensive 
investment in the 
facility in recent 
years) and we are told 
it is a “business not a 
public service”. 

This is hugely 
disappointing to the 
customers, both 
people and businesses, 
who repeatedly told 
us that the Post Office 
is a vital service to the 
community. It is also 
a huge blow to the 
staff who are 
dedicated, skilled and 


experienced. 

Let me know your 
views before I meet 
again with the Post 
Office to challenge this 
appalling decision to 
close one of our finest 
public services on our 
high street.

‘activity report’ since 
the introduction of opt- 
out registration and 
deemed consent for 
organ donation in Wales. 

It also shows over the 
last financial year: A 
seven per cent increase 
in the number of 
deceased donors 
donating in Wales to 64 
(was 60 in 2014-15); the 
number of donors after 
brain death increased by 
13 per cent to 36 (was 
32 in 2014-15), while 
the number of donors 
after circulatory death 
remained the same at 
28; the number of living 
donors residing in Wales 
increased by 20 per cent 
to 49; 136 patients 
residing in Wales had 
their sight restored 
through a cornea 
transplant, representing 
an increase of five per 
cent. 

It is welcome news 
for Bridgend’s Jason 
Leigh, (31), who lost his 
wife one year ago and 
honoured her wish to 
donate her organs to 
save someone else. 

“Laura and I had 
been married for just 
five months and had 
been talking about 
starting a family when 
she suffered a sudden 
cardiac arrest and died 
three days later at this 
time last year. 

“We were no 
strangers to talking 
about organ donation in 
our family. Indeed, 
Laura’s own father was 
only alive to walk her 



down the aisle thanks to 
his own life-saving heart 
transplant operation. 

“So when it came to 
honouring Laura’s 
donation wishes when 
she died unexpectedly, it 
was a no brainer for me. 

“Having discussed it 
together, I knew that she 
wanted to be able to 
give someone the 
opportunity to live when 
there was no other hope. 

“I would encourage 
other people to follow 
our lead and share their 
organ donation decision 
with loved ones as soon 
as possible under the 
new system here in 
Wales.” 

Wales became the 
first part of the UK to 
change the organ 
donation system when it 
introduced a ‘soft opt- 
out’ system. 

People aged 18 and 
over who have lived in 
Wales for more than 12 
months and who die in 
Wales, will now be 
regarded as having 
consented to organ 
donation - unless they 
have opted out. This is 
referred to as ‘deemed 
consent’. 

People who want to 
be an organ donor can 
register a decision to 
opt in or do nothing, 
which will mean they 
have no objection to 
being an organ donor. 
Those people who do 
not want to be organ 
donor can opt out at any 
time. 

Vaughan Gething 


said: “An increase in the 
number of people 
having their life saved 
or improved by an organ 
transplant is good news. 

“Much of the data in 
the report is positive for 
Wales, showing things 
are moving in the right 


direction; but there’s 
still work to do. We 
know from the figures 
that 192 patients were 
waiting for a transplant 
at the end of March 
2016 and 24 patients 
died while on the active 
waiting list for their 


transplant. 

“I want to encourage 
everyone across Wales 
to talk with their loved 
ones about their organ 
donation wishes and 
that’s why our Time to 
Talk campaign is so 
very important.” 


Llandough Hospital 
shuttle pilot extended 


THE ‘shuttle bus’ service at 
University Hospital, Llan¬ 
dough (UHL) has been 
extended for a further year 

The service was launched as a pilot 
to assist patients and visitors around 
the site. During the pilot, the shuttle 
service has been used more than 4,000 
times. 

The shuttle service is a partnership 
between Cardiff and Vale University 
Health Board and Royal Voluntary 
Service (RVS) and is run by 
volunteers. The volunteers pick up 
patients and visitors from the car parks 
and hospital entrances and help them 


to reach their destination. 

Peter Welsh, general manager at 
UHL, said: “The shuttle service has 
been a great addition to the hospital 
and has helped patients and visitors 
around the site which can be steep in 
some places. We have received very 
encouraging feedback from users of 
the service and we are pleased to 
continue this partnership with the 
Royal Voluntary Service for another 
year.” 

RVS is currently looking for 
volunteers to expand the service so it 
covers core hospital times. To find out 
more and to request an application, 
please contact 029 2002 7855.

“Many of those arriving here come equipped with 
a range of skills that would be a huge benefit to our 
economy. 

“Failing to offer the appropriate levels of support 
would be an opportunity missed.”

A nimation 

doesn’t have 
to be just for 
kids. As the likes of 
South Park (both 
on television and in 
the cinema), 

Family Guy and 
American Dad (the 
latter two coming 
from the twisted 
comedic mind of 
Seth McFarlane) 
have shown, 
‘grown-up’ 
cartoons are hugely 
successful when 
done correctly. 

The latest film to 
insert itself in this genre 
is Sausage Party. It tells 
the story of Frank 
(voiced by Seth Rogen), 
a sausage who desires to 
discover the truth about 
his, and other foods’ 
existence when it 
becomes apparent that 
the bright future they’ve 
been promised is a lie - 
and they find 
themselves chopped up 
and eaten! 

Teaming up with hot 
dog bun Brenda 
(Kristen Wiig), Teresa 
Taco (Salma Hayek), 
Lavash (David 
Krumholtz) and Sammy 
Bagel Jr (Edward 
Norton), the foods go 
on a journey to escape 
their fate... 

If you’ve seen the 
previous films of Seth 
Rogen et al, then you’ll 
have some idea what to 
expect from Sausage 
Party - this isn’t your 


gentle, Pixar-esque 
stroll through life 
lessons and happy 
endings, but if you’re in 
the mood for a foul- 
mouthed, puerile yet 
strangely intelligent 
comedy then this is 
most definitely the party 
for you! 

Sausage Party was 
conjured up by Rogen, 
Evan Goldberg and 
Jonah Hill as an adult 
take on those Pixar 
films. 

But whereas Toy 
Story has Tom Hanks 
and Tim Allen battling 
to be top toy for a 
young boy, here we 
have Seth Rogen’s 
sausage and Kristen 
Wiig’s bun on a quest to 
fulfil their destiny and 
join as one, a taco with 
a loose libido and a 
bagel and a pitta bread 
acting as a metaphor for 
the Israel/Palestine 
argument.

beyond’) or just blatant 
consumerism that sees 
us consume more than 
we need to. 

Rogen and Goldberg 
were involved in the 
screenplay, and it’s clear 
to see as anyone who 
has seen Superbad or 
any of their other works 
will recognise the sense 
of humour on display; 
not all the jokes land 
and occasionally the 
tone veers towards just 
plain weird, but there 
are enough hilarious 
moments to keep the 
momentum, though 
those with an aversion 
to profanity may well 
wish to cover their ears 
for the vast majority of 
the running time! 

The voice cast all do 
a very good job, mining 
their onscreen person¬ 
alities for all their 
worth, which makes 
those who you don’t 
normally find working 
in this oeuvre stand out 
that bit more, whether 
it’s Hayek’s sultry taco 
or Edward Norton’s 
bagel that mines Woody 
Allen for all he’s worth

It’s sharply directed 
by Greg Tiernan and 
Conrad Vernon, the 
former who has made 
several Thomas The 
Tank Engine animated 
films and the latter who 
has directed Shrek 2 and 
Madagascar 3; their 
knowledge of the 
animation genre means 
that they shoot the film 
without being too 
knowing or smart and it 
has all the hallmarks of 
a Shrek or a Pixar film, 
but through the prism of 
adults, with some 
moments riffing on 
horror films to superb 
effect. 

With an ending that 
leaves this party open 
for more business, 
there’s plenty of 
potential in seeing more 
of these characters in 
different situations. It 
would be a welcome 
return, as Sausage Party 
is foul-mouthed yet 
incredibly smart! 

VERDICT - A coarse 
film that has a

Locals urge ‘slow ahead 9 
for development at 
Cosmeston Country Park 


ON a wet and blustery 
morning at Cosmeston 
County Park, visitors were 
asked by The GEM about 
planned development at 
the 250-acre nature 
reserve, and replied with a 
bemused “What 
development?” 

The Vale Council, which 
manages the site, announced in 
January this year its plans to 
increase commercial and boating 
activity at the site, parts of which 
are designated as Sites of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI). 

Plans include a new ice-cream 
parlour, the trialling of kayaks 
and rowing boats, a new 
mountain bike course and other 
commercial activities, such as 
weddings and other events. 

However, Plaid Cymru has 
urged the council to release full 
details on the proposals to the 
public. 

Local Plaid spokesman 
Richard Grigg said: “We are 
aware that the Vale intends to 
make money by offering 
business opportunities at 
Cosmeston, but are worried that 
little has been said publically 
since January.” 

He added that while Plaid 
appreciated the need to attract 
income (from the county park), 
its members hope that there will 
be a full consultation with the 
public - especially current users. 

Lynda Chick, from Barry, is 
one of these current users, and 
indeed is a frequent visitor to the 
park. She described herself as a 



“regular reader of the local 
papers”, but added that she knew 
nothing about the planned 
developments. 

“It’s such a peaceful place that 
any development of the park 
must really be done very 
carefully. 

“Parking and entrance to the 
park are free, but it must cost a 
lot to maintain such a place,” she 
said. 

“It mustn’t become too 
commercialised, or it will lose its 
attraction, but I do see the need 
for it to generate income.” 

John Lawrence and his wife, 
Helen, of Penarth, were enjoying 
the last day of the school 
holidays with their children, 
feeding the fowl by the lake. 

“No; I didn’t know about the 
plans, but I am all in favour of 
commercialising the operation 
here, as long as it is managed 
and sustainable and has no 
negative impact on the wildlife, 
nor on the other events that take 
place here. 

“Many other local authorities 
around the UK do charge for 
entry, or at least parking, at sites 
they manage and it helps to 
subsidise the cost - and keep the 
council tax bills lower, so really, 
why should it be free? 

“Charities also charge for 
entry to their properties. Perhaps 
the council should release 
Cosmeston to a charity, wash its 
hands of the expense and let 


someone else manage it and take 
the risk. 

“Private organisations,” he 
said, “tend to have a better track 
record of running successful 
commercial operations than local 
authorities.” 

On the proposals, Coun Lis 
Burnett, council member for 
regeneration and education, 
commented: “We are making 
great progress to broaden what is 
currently on offer at the council’s 
country parks. 

“So far in Cosmeston, we 
have agreements in place that 
will see the opening of a new ice 
cream parlour, a trial of hiring 
rowing boats and kayaks for use 
on the lake, and the creation of a 
new mountain bike course. 

“We are also in advanced 
negotiations that could see 
sections of Porthkerry and 
Cosmeston parks available to 
hire for weddings and other 
events. 

“These new activities give 
even more people a reason to 
visit the country parks and will 
help generate new sources of 
income that will help secure the 
parks’ future. 

“The council has of course 
taken great care in vetting all 
submissions to ensure that 
proposals will complement what 
is already on offer at the country 
park and in no way disadvantage 
existing users of the park.”

Father Kevin Lake, 
priest at All Saints 
Church Barry, 
launched the Roof 
Restoration Project 
in a bid to raise 
£231,302 for a new 
roof.

For many years, the 
church has supported 
local education and 
charities, and is regularly 
used for charity and 
community events.

‘Wales should lead 
UK and ban snares’ 


E VERY day in 
Wales, up to 
1,000 animals 
are trapped, 
mutilated or suffer a 
drawn-out, painful 
death as they are 
caught in game- 
keepers’ snares. 

The GEM’s readers 
can help stop this 
cruelty. 

It’s hard to believe 
that snares are still legal 
in the UK - they’re 
outlawed in most of 
Europe, but shockingly, 
they are widespread 
here, particularly on and 
near shooting estates and 
game bird breeding 
farms. 

The snares are 
indiscriminate, with only 
one-third of the animals 
caught being the actual 
target (usually foxes, 
which sometimes catch 
pheasants and 
partridges). 

Research shows that 
the other two-thirds of 
animals caught are just 
‘by-catch’. Deer, 


badgers, hares and even 
otters and family pets 
have been found 
trapped, mutilated or 
killed in these nooses 
too. 

Only recently, the 
national press reported 
another much loved 
family pet had suffered 
horrific injuries from 
being caught in one of 
these lethal nooses in 
Wales. 

We believe it’s time 
Wales led the rest of the 
UK with a complete ban 
on snares. 

Your readers can help 
end this horrific cruelty 
by signing the petition 
calling for these cruel 
wire traps to be 
outlawed. The petition

Sporting silence 
commemorates 
‘Somme 100’ 



The Royal British 
Legion (RBL) is 
calling on the 
sporting 
organisations, 
associations, clubs, 
teams and 

individuals in all 
parts of the United 
Kingdom to 

commemorate the 
role played by 
sportsmen on the 
100th anniversary 
of the Battle of the 
Somme. 

The campaign, called 
‘Sport Remembers the 
Somme 1916-2016’, was 
launched off the back of 
100 ‘Sportsmen of the 
Somme’ stories, which 
have been produced by 
the charity in an effort to 
inspire the nation’s 
professional and amateur 
sporting organisations 
and individuals to unite 
in Remembrance. 

One of those 
remembered is Second 
Lieutenant Horace 
Wyndham Thomas, of 
Bridgend, of the 14th 
Battalion The Rifle 
Brigade. 

Born in 1890, 2Lt 
Thomas was described as 
having a “beautiful” 
singing voice, one so 
good that it helped him 
secure a scholarship to 
King’s College 

Cambridge, reading 
history. 

2Lt Thomas was no 
slouch at sport, and 
played for Blackheath 
FC, Wales and the 
Barbarians. 

The centenary of his 
death was just last week 
on September 3. He died 
at Guillemont, midway 
during the Battle of the 
Somme. 

To aid the war effort, 
almost all professional 
sport had been suspended 
for the duration by the 
time the Battle of the 
Somme began. Athletes 
and players from sports 
at all levels had 
volunteered to enlist - 
sometimes en masse as 
an entire team and its 
supporters. 

There were battalions 
that included significant 
numbers of athletes, 
footballers, and 

individual members of 
clubs and teams.

pensioner in 
telephone 
PPI scam 


A pensioner from 
Rhoose nearly fell 
victim to an 
‘advance fee fraud’ 
recently - and 
would have lost at 
least £316. 

The 76-year-old man, 
who wishes to remain 
anonymous, described 
the incident as “quite 
frightening for anyone, 
especially an older 
person. 

He contacted The 
GEM to use his 
experience as a warning 
for other readers in the 
hope that they do not 
lose out. 

The gentleman was 
telephoned by a man 
claiming to work for a 
legitimate PPI company 
in England, which 
recovers mis-sold 
payment protection 
insurance, or PPI, on 
behalf of its clients. 

‘Mr W’ takes up the 
story. 

“A man with an 
Indian accent 

telephoned me and told 
me that I might be due a 
repayment of PPI. I was 
quite pleased to hear 
this, and thought it was 
legitimate because I had 
made inquiries about it a 
few years ago.” 

Mr W said that he was 
asked to give and 
confirm a few details 


by ANDY 
JOHNSTONE 


and to expect a 
telephone call once, he 
reported, further 

investigations were 
made. 

“I waited a day or 
two,” continued Mr W, 
“and received another 
call. 

“Sure enough, I was 
called back, but this time 
by a woman with an 
Indian accent. She told 
me that I was eligible for 
a repayment of around 
£3,600 going back years. 
I was delighted. That’s a 
lot of money.” 

Mr W was told to 
expect another 

telephone call about his 
‘claim’. 

“Then a man phoned 
me and said that there 
would be a charge for 
the ‘company’s’ work. 

“He told me it would 
cost £316, which would 
have to be paid in 
advance. He told me to 
go to the Post Office and 
get a MoneyGram, and 
post it to them. 

“I told him that I 
didn’t have the money, 
but he told me to 
scrabble the money 
together from my family 
and friends.” 

At this point, Mr W 
thought something rum

was afoot. He spoke to 
his family, and his son 
confirmed what he 
feared: he was being 
scammed. 

“I reported it to the 
police, and was advised 
to report it to Action 
Fraud, which I did.” 

Action Fraud is the 
UK’s national reporting 
centre for fraud and 
cyber crime. 

“The person I spoke 
with told me that this 
was a common scam 
with the fraudsters using 
real companies as a 
‘front’.” 

Whilst such scams 
use the names of real 
companies, and damage 
their reputations in the 
process, there is no link 
between them and the 
fraudsters. 

The GEM made 
numerous attempts by 
email and telephone to 
the company concerned, 
but received no 
response. 

Mr W continued: 
“And worse than just the 
£316 I could have lost, 
they would have had my 
bank and other details 
about me. I could have 
lost everything.” 

An Action Fraud 
spokesperson said: “The 
best advice is to 
completely ignore any 
unsolicited calls or 
emails that promise you 
money in exchange for a 
fee and certainly never 
send or pay any money 
for what they are 
promising. 

“Whatever is being 
offered - be it the 
promise of money back 
from a supposed PPI 
claim, investment 
opportunities, or some 
kind of competition 
winnings - fraudsters 
will try to get you to pay 
them money and then 
leave you high and dry. 

“If you think you may 
have fallen victim to 
such a scam, then you 
should report it to Action 
Fraud.” 

Mr W said: “It’s not a 
nice thing to happen, 
and I hope no-one else 
goes through what I 
did.”

Disability no bar 
to Llandow track 
day excitement

LLANDOW is no stranger to 
speed. 

From its wartime days as a fighter 
operational training unit for eager 
young men keen to slip the surly bonds 
of Earth to its modem incarnation as a 
racing circuit, high-octane fuel seems 
to be in its DNA. 

Flandow Circuit hosts track and 
experience days many times a year, but 
the event on Thursday, September 15 is 
a little different. 

Speed of Sight, a registered charity, 
is bringing the track-day experience 
and the thrill of ‘riding the ragged 
edge’ to Flandow and people with 
disabilities in the Vale and Bridgend. 

Open to those with a disability - 
either from birth or because of illness, 
an accident or other injuries, including 
war wounds, and be it sensory loss, 
physical impairment or cognitive 
issues - the charity gives people the 
chance to drive dual-control track-day 
cars. 

Sarah Pegler, of Speed of Sight, 
explained: “The charity provides what 
some have said are life-changing 
driving experiences. 

“We aim to re-unite those who have 


missed the thrill and enjoyment of 
driving in years gone by and to ignite 
those who have never had the 
opportunity to take part.” 

The charity was founded by Mike 
Newman, six-time Guinness World 
Record holder as the fastest blind man 
on the planet on land and water. 

Formerly a bank manager, Mike 
broke his first land speed record on a 
motorbike, going on to achieve four 
more world land speed records in a car 
and more recently achieving the water 
speed record. 

Speed of Sight is very much about 
what people can do, rather than about 
what they cannot. 

Sarah continued: “The youngest 
driver we have had was six, while the 
oldest was 89, and we have a hoist to 
help people in and out of the vehicles. 

“The experiences Speed of Sight 
can give people really can be life¬ 
changing.”

LAST weekend’s Barry at War 
event was tinged with sadness 
after the sudden death of 
Eileen Younghusband at the 
age of 95. 

A remarkable lady, she published 
her first book, One Woman’s War, at 
the age of 90, detailing her time in the 
‘War Room’ during the Battle of 
Britain, plotting the whereabouts of 
attacking German planes. 

The organiser of Barry at War, 
Glenn Booker, told The GEM: “On 
Saturday, we observed a minute’s 
silence and the three flags were left at 
half mast as a mark of respect for 
Eileen Younghusband, who sadly 
passed away just before the weekend. 

“Eileen was due to speak about her 
service during WW2. She will be 
greatly missed by her many friends 
here in Barry and nationally.” 

Eileen Younghusband settled in 
Sully when she retired, but she enjoyed 
an active retirement. Before her late 
career as an author, she had been a 
campaigner on health and education 
issues. 

Following her debut as an author, 
she wrote two more books - Not an 
Ordinary Life (her autobiography) and 
Eileen’s War (a reworking of her WWII 
experiences, aimed at a younger 
audience).

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Barry man who served in every civic office 


L OCAL historian Laurie Owen 

continues his look at Barry history, 
and reports on at the first 
Chairman of Barry District Council, who 
was also a successful timber importer. 

John Claxton Meggitt born 1858 in 
Wolverhampton, and came to Barry in 1884 as the 
construction of the docks was just beginning. 

His father Joseph was a commercial clerk in the 
timber trade, so it is likely that John, as a young 
boy of 15, would have worked with him in Shelton 
& Son’s, the timber merchants alongside the canal 
in Wolverhampton. 

Joseph’s position must have been responsible 
and well-rewarded, as the family had a servant 
living with them as early as 1861.This early 
introduction would give him an insight into the 
workings of the business, but he could not have 
known at that stage where his future would lie. 

When Joseph and Sarah Meggitt gave their first¬ 
born son the middle name of Claxton, this surely 
meant they were expecting great things from him 
and it’s true to say that he did not disappoint them. 

This quiet village in south Wales was destined to 
become a boom town providing opportunities for 
ambitious young men and with his knowledge of 
the timber trade, he left the comforts of home in 
England in search of a new adventure. 

It is not known how John came to know an older 
native of Merthyr with the impressive name of 
David Sibbering Jones, but very soon ‘Meggitt & 
Jones’ were trading as timber merchants, initially 
operating from the Old Harbour, before moving to 
Cadoxton and then finally to the docks. 

In 1887, John married Beatrice Mary Proger, 
daughter of prominent businessman John, a master 
plumber employing 17 men and also a town 
councillor living in Park Place, Cardiff. 

The speed and scale of J C Meggitt’s 
achievements were impressive indeed because since 
his arrival in Barry in 1884 as a young single man, 
he had immersed himself not only into building a 
business, but had also take a keen interest in the 
local community. 


New doctors 
recruited

MORE than 300 
junior doctors have 
joined Cardiff and 
Vale University 
Health Board this 
August as the 
Autumn induction 
programme gets 
under way. 

During their time at 
the board, they will be 
working on various 
rotations including 
paediatrics, trauma, 
surgery and general 
medicine. 

Matthew Jones from 
Somerset has been 
training for five years 
and decided to pursue a 
career as a GP in Cardiff 
after working both in 
Wales and England. His 
first day was in 
paediatrics, in which he 
will spend six months 
before rotating to the 
emergency unit to learn 
more about trauma. 

He said: “I graduated 
from Cardiff University 
and thought I would 
come back to the hospital 
that I know reasonably

well. It’s a big hospital, 
it’s a trauma centre, it’s 
certainly somewhere 
where you would learn 
an awful lot of medicine 
or surgery.” 

Dr Qian Chen chose to 
come and work in Cardiff 
from Shanghai and said 
he was starting in 
surgery, but had an 
interest in paediatrics. He 
said: “Firstly, my seniors 
told me that Cardiff, and 
Wales in general, has a 
really good teaching 
programme for junior 
doctors, and everyone is 
really nice and suppor¬ 
tive and you learn a lot 
here. 

“Secondly - at the 
time - the junior doctor 
contract was quite a 
concern for doctors in 
England, so I think that is 
a big reason why many of 
us chose Wales this year. 

“Thirdly, I was feeling 
quite adventurous myself 
and thought I’d never 
been to Cardiff or Wales, 
so I thought I would 
come here and explore.” 


Initially, the interests of the town were controlled 
by the Local Board for the District of Barry and 
Cadoxton, then in 1895, at the first annual meeting 
of the new Barry Urban District Council, John was 
elected its chairman. 

At various times he was chairman of the Public 
Libraries Committee, was one of the founders of 
the first reading rooms in Cadoxton, and a vice 
president of the Barry Cyclists’ Club. 

He was also chairman of many other committees, 
an elected Liberal councillor for Barry and 
Cadoxton, and a staunch non-conformist advocate 
of the Temperance Movement. 

One of his finest achievements must be that in 
1891 he bought a cottage at 34, Kingsland 
Crescent, and gave free use of the premises to the 
Barry Nursing Association. In the early days, it was 
only voluntary donations which paid the expenses 
and every year they lost money, until in 1896, the C 
H Bailey staff of the Tyne Engine Works agreed to 
donate one penny a week with the owner matching 
their contributions. 

This gesture would soon lead to similar schemes 
from other workers on the docks. Finally by 1900, 
the urban district council were persuaded to help 
pay the costs out of the rates. 

Sister Amy Evans was its first nurse, who later 
would become the superintendent of the new 
Accident and Surgical Hospital set up next door at 
No. 36 in 1895. Sadly, in 1898 after a 
disagreement, she resigned and set up a ‘voluntary 
hospital for the destitute, sick and dying’ at 161, 
Holton Road until moving opposite to a larger 
property in 1903. This building on the corner of 
Castleland Street is still referred to as the ‘Amy 
Evans’, by the older residents of town. 

It should be remembered that John’s initial act of 
generosity in purchasing the property for such a 
good cause, would eventually lead to the building 
of Barry Accident Hospital in Wyndham Street in 
1908, which would serve local residents for many 
years. 

As a businessman, he could also see the benefits 
of being a good employer and in 1895 he took 50 
workers to Ilfracombe and on another occasion to 
Minehead on the P & A Campbell paddle steamer. 

In 1904, they went to Abergavenny with no 
mention of the mode of transport. 

In 1898 as an alderman on Glamorgan County 
Council, he resigned and was re-elected by 507 
votes to 56. As a JP he could be found dealing with 
criminals at court, but he was also one of the 
education enthusiasts of vision and high ideals, 
pressing for secondary education, and when Barry 
County School opened in 1896, John was a 
governor. 

An interesting tale was recorded in 1902 at Barry 
Docks when the SS Platea with its large cargo of 
spruce for Meggitt & Jones, was offloaded in six 
working days, when the previous record was nine 
and a half days at Liverpool. 

Records show that at various meetings, there 
would often be disagreements among the local 
politicians which would then lead to readers’ letters 
in the press, much as we still enjoy today. 

In 1891, John was living on Park Road in a large 
house which he named ‘Seacroft’, with his wife 
Beatrice, eldest daughter Dorothy, baby John 
Stanley and two servants, with his business partner 
a near neighbour. 

On a personal note, my paternal grandfather 
learned his trade as a gardener to Lord Derby on 
his Fairhill Estate in Hildenborough, Kent. 


Unfortunately, the death of his employer in 1908 
led Charley Owen to make the major decision to 
start a new life as a gardener to a timber merchant 
in south Wales. 

This journey with his wife Emily Jane and six 
young children from ‘The Garden of England’, 
would lead to a whole new generation of Welsh 
people bom to an Englishman with a Welsh 
surname. 

For reasons unknown, John had advertised in a 
newspaper in Kent and Charley, no doubt with a 
good reference from ‘his lordship’, was employed 
as a gardener to Mr Meggitt at 26 shillings a week. 

As a matter of interest, Barry Council was 
paying gardeners 28 shillings a week at that time, 
but I imagine grandfather Charley was just pleased 
to be in employment again. By coincidence, the 
eldest son of Charley Owen would marry and later 
live at Meggitt Road at the Colcot. 

By 1911, the Meggitt family consisted of eldest 
daughter Dorothy, first son John a timber clerk, 
Frank a scholar and second son, 15-year-old Arthur, 
away at Mill Hill Public School in London. In a 
further sign of the standing of this family, with 
Isabel Wakefield now their cook and chambermaid 
Minnie Maria Wakefield caring for their family 
needs, my grandfather would supply their fresh 
produce, grown in the extensive grounds of 
Seacroft. 

The Barry Dock News reported in 1899 that 
John visited his cousin Jonathan in the USA, to aid 
his recovery from a health problem. While he 
stressed how wonderful were the sights, his overall 
impression was one of corruption, which thankfully 
did not occur in Barry. 

He would later sail from Liverpool to Boston 
aboard the SS Celtic in 1928, followed by a journey 
to Niagara Falls in 1931 at the age of 72. A fine 
tribute to J C Meggitt appeared in the Western Mail 
in 1907, calling him a “pioneer of modem Barry, 
filling every available representative public position 
over an 18-year-period.” 

Failing health had caused him to resign as 
alderman some years earlier and soon after as a 
councillor, though he did remain a JP for many 
years. His name still appeared in the press over the 
years and he was always concerned with the 
education of children. 

In 1919, he gave 7,000 primary school pupils an 
illustrated book entitled World Tyranny or World 
Freedom, so that they may know the true meaning 
of the First World War. His wife Beatrice Mary 
must have also been very active because in 1919, 
the Queen of the Belgians awarded her the Queen 
Elizabeth Medal for ‘rendering much self- 
sacrificing service to the Belgian nation and its 
refugees’ during the war. 

What is interesting to me as a lifelong Barry 
resident is that as adults, we knew about Meggitt & 
Price on the docks, but actually it was not until 
1965 that Meggitt & Jones merged with Thomas & 
Price to take on the new name. 

As a fitting tribute for the tremendous 
contribution he made as the town was growing, 
when Barry became a Borough in 1939, John was 
elected ‘The Deputy Charter Mayor’ with The 
Right Honourable The Earl of Plymouth, P C, the 
‘Charter Mayor.’ 

John Claxton Meggitt 1858-1950: After a long 
and fulfilling life, he died in his beloved Seacroft in 
his 92nd year. After a service in Windsor Road 
Church, he was buried in Merthyr Dyfan Cemetery, 
with the request that there be no flowers.

secondary schools 
in Cardiff and 
Rhondda Cynon 
Taf. 

All eight schools will 
be teaching a set of 
lesson plans developed 
and written by 
Samaritans for the next 
academic year. 

The DEAL 

(Developing Emotional 
Awareness and 

Listening) teaching 
resources have been 
created to help prevent 
emotional distress in 
young people and break 
down barriers around 
talking about emotional 
and mental health. 

The secondary schools 
involved in the pilot are 
Greenhill Special 

School, Cathays High 
School, Whitchurch High 
School, Fitzalan High 
School, Cardiff High 
School, Corpus Christi 
High School, Ysgol 
Plasmawr and Aberdare 
Community School. 

Samaritans Cymru 
said that in the context of 
a reported increase in 
self-harm admissions, 
eating disorders and 
referrals to mental health 
services in Wales, their 
schools resource has 
been met with enthu¬ 
siasm. 

DEAL is designed to 
encourage young people 
to talk about their 
problems and help them 
to develop coping 
strategies, whilst learning 
to recognise when they 
need help. 

Sarah Stone, executive 
director for Wales said: 
“With half of all mental 
health problems 

beginning by the age of 
14, school years are the 
crucial opportunity to 
equip children and young 
people with the skills 
they need to face the 


future with resilience and 
optimism. Emotional 
health lessons in schools 
could reduce pressure on 
mental health services 
and reduce specific 
mental health problems.” 

Kirsty Williams, 
Welsh Government 
secretary for education, 
said: “It is vital we 
continue to do all we can 
to support children and 
young people who are 
experiencing emotional 
difficulties. 

“I am therefore 
heartened to see this 
commendable colla¬ 
boration between schools 
and Samaritans Cymru 
and pleased this valuable 
resource will be made 
available to others via 
‘Hwb’, our digital 
learning portal.” 

The launch of their 
project arrives as The 
Children’s Society’s 
annual review of young 
people’s wellbeing 
suggests that 13,000 girls 
in Wales aged between 
10 and 15 - one in 
seven - were ‘not happy’ 
with their lives. 

According to the 
survey, the number of 
girls stating they were 
unhappy has risen 21 per 
cent over the last five 
years. The proportion of 
boys aged 10 to 15 who 
reportedly said they were 
‘unhappy with their 
lives’ remained at one-in- 
nine. 

The bilingual web- 
based lesson plans are 
available to download for 
schools and educational 
settings in Wales through 
their website. 

In addition, as part of 
the launch, the resources 
will also be available to 
download through 
‘Hwb’, a collection of 
digital resources which 
have been created or 
endorsed by Welsh 
Government.

WARREN GATLAND has 
been named head coach of 
the British & Irish Lions for 
a second time for their tour 
to New Zealand next 
summer. 

The Lions will play 10 matches 
on the tour, including three test 
matches against the All Blacks, 
and Gatland will be hoping to 
inspire the team to a series win, 
having been at the helm when they 
defeated Australia in 2013. 

Gatland said: “It’s a huge 
honour and when you get offered 
probably the biggest job in world 
rugby against the best opposition 
in world rugby, it’s very difficult to 
walk away from it. 

“It’s massive, having 
experienced playing against the 
Lions I know what it means to face 
the Lions, so to go to New Zealand 
and lead the team against back-to- 
back world champions in their own 
back yard, there’s no bigger 
challenge. 

“We’ve got to go there and 
believe we can put together a team 
that can be successful.” 

^ Gatland will temporarily step 


down from his role as Wales coach 
and will be replaced by Robert 
Howley, who coached Wales to the 
2013 Six Nations title when he 
replaced Gatland in similar 
circumstances when he was named 
the Lions coach for that year. 

Gatland will name his backroom 
staff on December 7. 

His appointment was welcomed 
by current Wales captain Sam 
Warburton, who said: “He brings 
experience and the fact that he’s 
been on a winning Lions tour 
already.”

ONE of Welsh rugby’s most iconic 
figures received a prolonged standing 
ovation when he stepped forward to 
receive an inaugural lifetime 
achievement award, at an emotionally- 
charged Cardiff Rugby Club on 
Thursday evening. 

John ‘Sid’ Dawes, illustrious former 
captain of London Welsh, Wales, and the 
1971 British & Irish Lions who won the 
epic (and only!) test series in New 
Zealand, was the first recipient of the 
award presented by the Welsh Rugby 
Writers’ Association at its 42nd annual 
dinner.

road to Russia starts here! 


Wales too strong for 
clinical and assured 


Moldova after 
performance

THIS is rare 
territory for Welsh 
football. After all, 
we've become 
accustomed, over 
the last 50 or so 
years, to view the 
start of every 
qualifying 
campaign as 'the 
one', the time when 
best intentions 
become a reality 
and we finally 
make our mark by 
achieving 
qualification. 

Of course, after the 
heroics of Euro 2016, 
that particular monkey 
has been removed from 
the back of Welsh 
football, but does lead 
to something that 
Wales' footballers have 
rarely faced - 
expectation. 

Manager Chris 
Coleman was quick to 
point out last week that: 
“We've threatened 
before, promised 
everything and then 
delivered nothing. How 
many times have we 
finished strong at the 
end of one campaign 
and we say the next one 
is going to be the one? 
Then wallop, nothing.” 

Unbridled optimism 
would suggest that if 
we can reach the last 
four of the European 
Championships, surely 
there's nothing stopping 
us reaching the 2018 
World Cup in Russia? 

Well, aside from the 
new pressure of being 
top seeds in qualifying 
group D, there are also 
the likes of Serbia, 
Republic of Ireland, 
Austria and Georgia to 
contend with. 

But first up for Chris 
Coleman's team were 
Moldova, who they 
entertained at the 
Cardiff City Stadium on 
Monday evening. 

In a game that fans, 
management and 
players would hope 
would set the tone for 
the qualifying 
campaign ahead of 
them, Coleman added 



that: “... this first game 
- doesn't matter if it's 
home or away - you set 
your stall out, set down 
a marker. That's what 
we're going for.” 

Well that marker was 
laid down pretty 
forcefully with a 
convincing 4-0 win 
over a Moldovan side 
who looked painfully 
ordinary at times, yet 
had enough about them 
to frustrate Wales for 
the opening half hour of 
the game. 

With such 

excitement sweeping 
the ground given that 
this was the first time 
the team had been in 
action since that Lyon 
evening against 
Portugal, momentum 
was certainly with the 
men in red, but it took 
them a while to get 
going, looking 
disjointed and lacking 
that final ball. 

It's understandable, 
given their lack of time 
together and with the 
new season yet to truly 
bed in, but as the game 
wore on, so Wales 
began to look more 
assured and confident. 

One thing they will 
need to get used to is 
teams coming to 
Cardiff and sitting back 
hoping to settle for a 
point; it was a tactic 
Moldova (arguably the 
'minnows' of this 
qualifying group) were 
happy to utilise, their 
deep back line proving 
a tricky thing to break 
down with Wales 
resorting to long balls 
over the top to try and 
press home an 
advantage, which more 
often than not came to 
nought. 

If Moldova needed 
reminding of their need 


to be tight defensively, 
notice was served when 
Gareth Bale whipped a 
free-kick from the right 
hand side in, which not 
only managed to evade 
the head of Sam Vokes 
but also narrowly the 
far post. But Wales 
were not to be denied, 
and the breakthrough 
came in the 38th 
minute. 

It was Bale and 
Vokes again who 
combined, but this time 
the former's cross was 
met by the latter's head 
and Wales had the lead 
that they deserved. 

It got better on the 
stroke of halftime 
when, after a poor 
clearance, the ball came 
to the feet of the 
impeccable Joe Allen 
who struck the ball 
through a sea of legs to 
double Wales' 
advantage and send 
them into halftime two 
goals to the good. 

While Moldova's 
record of 14 defeats in 
their last 20 games 
made for grim reading 
on their part, the fact 
they had only conceded 
26 goals over the 
course of those games 
showed how tricky they 
were to break down, 
making Wales' halftime 
lead that little bit more 
impressive. 

The second half was 
there for Wales to take, 
and five minutes after 
the restart Bale 
benefitted from a lapse 
in concentration from a 
Moldovan defender and 
clipped the ball past the 
stationary keeper to 
further increase Wales' 
lead. 

The game, 
understandably, then 
lost its edge somewhat 
- the Moldovans, 


beaten and just wanting 
the game to end, and 
Wales, assured of 
victory, lost some of 
their urge and intent, 
with constant chants 
from the ever- 
vociferous Canton 
Stand providing much 
of the entertainment. 

But those who 
fancied an early exit to 
beat the traffic missed 
Wales' final goal; Bale 
was brought down in 
the penalty area, dusted 
himself off and 
converted the resultant 
spot kick to put the 
cherry on top of a 
confident team 
performance and move 
himself to within four 
goals of Ian Rush's 
goalscoring record of 
28 international goals. 

So, four goals and 
three points to set 
Wales off on the road to 
Russia, and, regardless 
of the opposition, a 
performance to build 
some momentum for 
the qualifying 
campaign. 

VHiile Bale was 
named man of the 
match, few would 
agree; whether it's the 
acceptance that Bale 
will always put in no 
less than 100 per cent 
or that we're just used 
to his feats of skill, the 
Real Madrid star's 
honour felt a little 
hollow. 

It was in the midfield 
that you would have 
found a more suitable 
candidate, with both 
Joe Allen and Andy 
King (in for the injured 
Aaron Ramsey) 
imperious throughout 
and providing much of 
the team's attacking 
impetus, particularly in 
the early stages. 

The defence was

stoic when called upon, 
and both Sam Vokes 
and Hal Robson-Kanu 
(when called upon late 
on) looked sharp and 
complemented Bale in 
attack. 

There were many 
positives to take from 
this victory (including 
the fact that this was 
Wales' biggest winning 
margin since 2003), but 
business picks up next 
month when Coleman's 
squad travel to Vienna 
to face Austria (who 
defeated Georgia 2-1 in 
their opening game). 

A tricky tie certainly, 
but one that this squad 
will feel confident of 
performing well in, and 
where anything more 
than a defeat will be no 
doubt gratefully 
accepted. 

Home advantage will 
be key in this group, 
and should Wales 
maintain their 100 per 
cent record at the 
Cardiff City Stadium, 
then picking up points 
on the road will only 
serve to tighten their 
grip at the top of 
qualifying group D, 
with Georgia the next 
visitors to Cardiff on 
October 9. 

By then we'll know 
how smooth the road to 
Russia will be. 
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
